This  opinion  letter  responds  to  your  request  dated  April  24,  2017, 
for  our  review  under  §  116.332,  RSMo,  of  the  sufficiency  as  to  form  of 
an  initiative  petition  to  amend  Article  IV  of  the  Missouri  Constitution 
submitted  by  Charles  Jones  (2018-223). 

We  approve  the  petition  as  to  form,  but  §  116.332  gives  the  Secretary  of 
State  final  authority  to  approve  or  reject  the  petition.  Therefore,  our  approval 
of  the  form  of  the  petition  does  not  preclude  you  from  rejecting  the  petition. 

Because  our  review  of  the  petition  is  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  sufficiency  as  to  form,  the  fact  that  we  do  not  reject  the  petition 
is  not  to  be  construed  as  a  determination  that  the  petition  is  sufficient  as  to 
substance.

We  approve  the  petition  as  to  form,  but  §  116.332  gives  the  Secretary  of 
State  final  authority  to  approve  or  reject  the  petition.  Therefore,  our  approval 
of  the  form  of  the  petition  does  not  preclude  you  from  rejecting  the  petition. 

Because  our  review  of  the  petition  is  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  sufficiency  as  to  form,  the  fact  that  we  do  not  reject  the  petition 
is  not  to  be  construed  as  a  determination  that  the  petition  is  sufficient  as  to 
substance.  Likewise,  because  our  review  is  mandated  by  statute,  no  action 
that  we  take  with  respect  to  such  review  should  be  construed  as  an 
endorsement  of  the  petition  or  of  the  objectives  of  its  proponents,  or  the  expression 
of  any  view  respecting  the  adequacy  or  inadequacy  of  the  petition  generally.

This  opinion  letter  responds  to  your  request  dated  December  22,  2017, 
for  our  review  under  §  116.332,  RSMo,  of  the  sufficiency  as  to  form  of  an 
initiative  petition  submitted  by  Theodis  Brown  (2018-329). 

We  conclude  that  the  petition  must  he  rejected  for  at  least  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  The  petition  is  not  in  the  form  prescribed  by  §  116.040, 

RSMo. 

2.  The  petition  does  not  contain  “all  matter  which  is  to  be 
deleted  included  in  its  proper  place  enclosed  in 
brackets  and  all  new  matter  shown  underlined”  as 
required  pursuant  to  §  116.050,  RSMo. 

Because  of  our  rejection  of  the  form  of  the  petition  for  the  reasons 
stated  above,  we  have  not  reviewed  the  petition  to  determine  whether 
additional  deficiencies  exist.  Pursuant  to  §  116.332.4,  RSMo,  the  Secretary  of 
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State  is  authorized  to  review  this  opinion  and  “make  a  final  decision  as  to  the 
approval  or  rejection  of  the  form  of  the  petition.” 
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
